Tnar Best Strawsernies.—From what we had
heard, we expected in some qaarters to find some
newer strawberries brought prominently forward
this year. There has been considerable dullness
in the “new variety” market the pgst few years,
and it iz about the nsual time for some navelty
to appear. There have been some comparative
novelties in cultivation, aud it was rather ex-
pected that some of these would have shone
brightly, Jut 50 far as we can learn the best of
the season has been again old kinds, some of
whlehmmwmtuwubrwmym.
Albany Seedling—a variety which nothing but
its heavy productiveness pushed into popular
faver—does not seem to have borne as sbundaunt-
Iy as usnal, while its old competitor, Triomphe
de Gand, has well held its ground. BSome of the
ofher old-fashioned kinds, which were being
gradually let fall, bave done s0 muel better us-
unl, that even the comparatively newer ones we
referred to have had no show, and on the whole
we couelude that for another year more at least,

there is o new one to be very strongly arged.—
Germantown Telegrapk.

Grouxp BoNe s 4 Maxvez.—Our farmers
are greatly interested in determining which of
the numerous artificial manures now offering in
the market, are most valuable for-fertilizing
purposes. It is only by experiments faithfully
tried, that satlsfactory resuiis ean be renched.
Mr. William Chalfant, of Unlonville, this eoun-
ty, dropped into our office on Frida; momrning
last, and during a conversation upon the crops,
we incidentally learned from him thet some 12
years ngo he applied 1000 pounds of ground
bone, Lo the acre, apon one-half of a field of ten
acres. Upon the other half he applied ordinary
stable manure. For the first two years he saw
no perceptible Improvement In the crop where
the boue was applied, but after the lapse of that
period of time, the difference was quite percepti-
ble. For the Iast six years it has constantly im-
proved. The field is in with grass this year,
and on that portion where the bone was applied
the yield of hay is far supemor to the other,
avernging something over three tons to the acre.
Here is something that is of great value to the
furmer. If the application of ground bone is as
permanent in its results as the experience of Mr.
Chalfunt wouald seem to indicate, although it
commands $50 a tom, it is nevertheless by fur
the cheapest manure that can be psad.— West
Chester Republican.

InrroviNg Szep WaeaT.—A writer in the Ru-
ral New Yorker, who has been remarkably sue-
cessful in the enitivation of wheat as a furm
erop, says: [t has been my practice for the last
eighteen years 1o ran my wheat for seed over a
very coarse seed screen, so as to sow none but
the very largest kermels. By so doing I have
improved my wheat so that I have sold nearly
all my wheat at home for seed. But 1871 I hit
upon a new plan. Ihad a plece of Treadwell
wheat that was injured by inseets in the previous
full and killed by freezing in the winter, so that
there were spots not worth cutting. After har-
vest 1 observed a scattering heads of unusual
size. It oceurrel to me that there was wheat
ihat had withstood the ravages of the insects
and the rigor of the winter. I gathered encugh
to sow one rod square, from which I realized
twenty pounds of wheat, of unusually large,
even berry, which was at the ratio of over Gfty
bushels per acre; last harvest I had twenty
bushels which weighed sixty-six pounds per
bushel. It i3 my opinion that we realize the
hest crops from the best and most perfect seed
in the vegetable as well as the animal kingdom.

HOUSEHOLD.

ELpEnBERRT BRANDY.—I enclose to you a re-
ceipt for making elderberry brandy. It will be
found o valuable remedy in cases of dysentery
and wenkness, which so many persons saffer
with during the summer months :

Select the ripest elderberries you can find, and
ufter picking them fron the stems, to five quarts
of berries add two quarts of water, boll well ;
then mash and strain through o colander. After
all the julce is extracted, add two quarts of wa-
ter, hall an ounce of whole cloves, half an onnee
of whole allspice, two grated nutmegs, one table-
spoonful of powdered ginger, one do. of cinna-
mon, a little lemon and orange peeling. Boil
all well three hoars over a siow fire, then add
five pounds of sugar; after cooling strain through
a flannel bag, then add two quarts of the best
Hwhlavhhhy or good brandy, accord-
to taste.

The above will keep for years, and will be
found a wholesome drink and an excellent medi-
cine, which few will refuse to accopt.—Gorman-
tonen. Telegraph. .

Crraxive Kip Groves.<During the warm
weather kid gloves are easily soiled, particularly
as the prevailing colors are quite light, and as it
co:ls some time and money to have them eleaned
at the dyer’s, we let our readers into the seeret of
cleaning them at home, which can be done just
as well as if paid for outslde. Take a little
sweet milk and a plece of white or brown soap.
Fold a clean towel three or four times, spread it
Iy npon it. Take s large plece of white fasnel,

—_— dip it intc the milk, then rub it upon the soap

and rub the glove downward toward the fingers,
bolding the wrist of it by the let hand. Con-
tinue this process until the glove, if white, looks
of a dingy yellow, but if coloved looks dark and
entirely spoiled. Now let it dry and then put it
on your kand, and it will be soft, smooth, glossy
and clean. Take care, however, to omit no part
of the glove in rubbing it, and see that all the
soiled parts are thoroughly cleaned. This pro-
cess upplies only to white and colored kid gloves.
For black gloves that are seiled, turned white
and otherwise injured, take a teaspoonful of
salad oil, drop a few drops of ink Into it, and
rub it all over the gloves with the tip of a feath-
er; then let them dry in the sun. White kid
boots and slippers can also be cleaned by the
first process to look “‘as good as mew,” and
black kid boots and slippers can be restored to
their pristine gloss by the latter method.

Ixprax Mrzar Gruer.—2 qnarts of hoiling wa-
ter; 1 cup of Indian meal, and 1 tablespoonful
flour, wet up with cold water; salt to taste—
and, if yon like, sugar and nntmez. Wet the
meal and Sour to n smoothe paste, and stir into
the water while it is actually boiling. Boil slow-
Iy half an hour, stirring up well from the bot-
tom. Heason with salt to taste. Some sweeten
It, bat I like it better with a little pepper added
to the salt. If a carthartic s desired, omit the
wheat Sour altogether.

Mk axp Rice GrUEL.—1 quart boiling milk;
2 tablespoonfuls (heaping) of ground riee, wet
with cold milk; one saltspoonful of sait. Stir
in the rice-paste and boil ten minutes, stirring
all the while. Season with sugar aed notmeg,
and eat warm with cream.

Duiep Frove ror TrerHiNG CWLDREN.—I]
cup of flour, tied in & stout muslin bag and
dropped into cold water, then set over the fire.
Boil three hours steadily. Turn ount the flour
ball and dry in the hot sum all day ; or, If you
peed it at once, dry in s moderate oven without
shutting the door.

Pasapa.—6 Beston crackers, split; 2 table-
spoonfuls white sugar ; a good pinch of salt, and
a little nntmeg ; enough boiling water to cover
them well. Splic the erackers, and pile Ina
bowl in layers, salt and sugar scaltiered among
them. Cover with bolling water and set om the
hearth, with a close top over the bowl, for at
least one hour. The crackers should be slmost
clear and soft as jelly, but not brokea.

Eat from the bowl, with more sugar sprinkled
in it if you wish it. If properly made, this pana-
da is very nice.

Curcxex Jeuoy.—Half a raw chicken, pound-
ed with a mallet, bones and meat together.
Plenty of cold water to cover it weli—aboul a
quart. Heat slowly in o covered vessel, and let
it simmer until the mest is in white rags and the
liynid reduced one-balf. Strain and press, first
throngh a cullender, then through a coarse cloth.
Salt to taste, and pepper, if you think best ; re-
turn to the fire, and simmer five minnter longer.
Skim when cool. Give to the patient cold—just
from the ice—with unlenvened wafers. Keep
on the ice. You can make into sandwiches by
putting the jelly between thin slices of bread

spread lightly with butter.
